The Chamber of Com 
mcrce is planning to purchase a 
pink seedling planting 
machine 


for use in Hempsteacl county this 
fall. Individuals participating 
in 


the program must place their or- 
ders for seedlings this month with 
either the Chamber of Commerce 
or the oil Conservation 
Depart 


mcnt. The cost of such seedlings 
being $2.50 per 1000, payable at 
the time the order 
is 
placed. 


The planting of the seedling may 
be contracted at $5 per 1000, ex 
periencc showing 
that 
approxi 


matcly 700 seedlings are reauircd 
per acre.

Hope. According to the figures of 
the Bureau the population of Hope 
is 8,002. This figure is subject 
to revision after returns for non- 
residents are credited to 
their 


proper locality and when the rou- 
tine cheeks have been made. It is 
very doubtful that the prelimin- 
ary figure will bo changed to any 
extent. The 1940 official 
census 


was 7,475. The new figure 
rep- 


resents an increase of 
approxi- 


mately 
crease 


16 per cent and this 
is about the same 


the average increase in cities and 
towns throughout the nation. 
A 


special census last year 
showed 


the population to be b,675. 


The 
city has five clays in which 


to protest this figure.

buildings, and who are unable to 
secure loans through regular cred- 
it sources, may, if they are eligi- 
ble, secure loans from the Farm- 
ers Home Administration 
under 


the rural housing program", said, 
W. M. Sparks, County Supervisor,

Mr. Sparks stated 
that 
farm 


housing funds may be loaned to 
provide owners of farms, their te- 
nants, lessees, sharecroppers and

These funds may be used 
to (1) improve, repair or replace 
dwellings, barns and other farm 
buildings; (2) construct dwellings

dernize kitchens, 
bathrooms
